legislate against another class. They 
have been hoping for years to obtain 
recognition as a profession, and they 
contend therefore against the recent 
pernicious interference with their 
rights. 

“Should this bill become a law the 
majority if not all of the hospitals 
could neither obtain nor afford te 
keep a sufficient number of pupils to 
meet the demands. Nursing affairs 
would speedily fall back to where 
they were fifty years ago when hired 
women of low did this work. 
Any law which tends to keep in the 
profession the best type of women 
should be welcomed by all, but pupil 
nurses in training should be con- 
sidered as strictly professional stu- 
Gents; whether receiving a small 
stipend or not during their under- 
graduate course they are receiving 
their maintenance and an experience 
which should thorovghly equip them 
for their nuraing profession. 

“It is a mistake to believe that 
nurses in such training schools as the 
Los les County Hospital are 
overworked; they are not, are always 
in better physical condition at the 
completion of the course than at the 
beginning 


“The average daily time required of 
@ nurse in the Los Angeles County 
Hospital is two-sevenths 

ours, or a total of fifty-eight hours 

week, and is arranged as follows: 
For five days they are on duty nine 
hours a day, one day six hours and 
one day seven hours. This is exclu- 
sive of emergencies, when a nurse 
may be required to perform some ex- 
tra service, but they are not required 
to do any special nursing; that is, it is 
either day work or night work. 

“I feel certain that if a voluntary 
expression of the wishes of all the 
3 student nurses could obtained, that 

more than 95 per cent. of them would 
declare for no legislative restrictions 
to govern them. 

“I may be in error in presuming 
that this committee was created for 
the purpose of making a fair and im- 
partial investigation into the true con- 
ditions pertaining to the genera! wel- 
fare of pupil! nurses in hospitals, as 
well as other matters, and to return 


as is possible by several individuals, 
each possibly looking at the subject 
from different .angles or viewpoints. 
I was surprised to learn that a certain 
member, or members, of this commit- 
tee had given an anonymous letter, 
pretending to have been written by 
a& pupil nurse at the County Hospital, 
to the newspapers for publication and 
that the letter had not only been pub- 
lished, but certain statements, alleged 
to have been made by this committée 
member, were also published. 
Whether the member was misquoted 
or not, the statement was not in ac- 
cordance with the facts and not 4 
word of the unsigned letter, as pub- 
lished, was true, as an impartial iIn- 
vestigation would have proven. 

“Again another member of this conf- 
mittee quoted by one of the city 
papers as claiming that the a«prage 
life of a nurse {fs only six years, which 
shows how little effort was made by 
the investigator to obtain the true 
facts. There are no statistics where- 
by a member of this committee or 
anyone else uld arrive at such a 
conclusion. An abundance of evi- 
dence can be supplied to prove how 
erroneous such a statement really 
is. Judging only by the published 
statements which have come from this 
committee it would appear as though 
they, in their enthusiasm, have ac- 
cepted as facts insufficient and un- 
proven statements of prejudiced or 
incompetent persons.”
